Incipit: Pope Benedict XIV addresses the bishop of Worms, Germany and appoints John German to a canonate, 
prebend, and cantoria at St. Martin's in Worms. 


Notes: Issued in Rome at Santa Maria Maggiore, on the fourteenth of the Kalends of April 1744, in the fifth year of 
the papacy of Benedict XIV. John German's family name is partly illegible because of holes in the parchment, but it 
begins with "Sta". His predecessor appears to have been Nicolaus Maroelli. The benefice was expected to return an 
annual income of 24 gold ducats de camera. 
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
